Mrs. Lydia Hein’s attachment suit 
against her husband, William F. Hein, 
for a $1000 bond of the St. Louis Brew- 
ing Association revealed Wednesday the 
identity of the author of a mysterious 
netice that has just been posted on the 
Bt Stock Exchange. The notice 
recorded the disappearance of $11,000 
worth of bonds and warned brokers not 
t> buy them. The bonds were all de- 
&cribed by name, number and amount. 

F. C. S8teltemeier, the attorney who 
feve the notice to the exchange, was 
Mrs. Hein’s representative in her at- 
tachment suit. The suit, which was 
filed late Tuesday afternoon, was 
by striking out 
the name of the Mississipp! Valley 
Trust Co. as one of the defendants. 

Allegations of Suit. 

The attachment suit set forth that 
the plaintiff, Mrs. Hein, was owner of 
@ bond of the St. Louis Brewing Asso- 
ciation, series 44, denomination $1000, 
and that the bond had not been taken 
from her under process, execution or 
attachment against her property. 

It was further charged that the bond 
Was wrongfully detained in the safety 
Geposit yaults of the Mississippi Valley 
by Co, andthe company was there- 

tore made a‘ defendant. 

Wednesday the suit was dismissed as 

the Mississippi Valley Trust Co. 
Bteltemeier refused to make a statement 
fs to the relation of the one bond and 
the bonds contained in the list posted 
On the Exchange. Two bonds of the St. 
Louis Brewing Association were includ- 
ed in the Exchange list. 

He said in relation to the notice post- 
ea on the Exchange that the husband of 
his client is missing and that\his where- 
@bouts are not known to the wife. 

Members of the Stock Exchange who 
Were acquainted with Hein said 
Wednesday that he came to St. Louis 
@ few years ago from Germany, and 
married a woman of means, whose es- 
tate consisted partly -~ yonds. 
bonds, according * c«#in's acquaint- 
ances, wre placed in the safe deposi: 
box, to which the husband and wife 
had each a key. Neither was allowed 
to open the box without the other. 

She Clipped Coupons. 

With these safeguards the wife also 
took the precaution, it was said, to clip 
the coupons off her bonds regularly. 
This she did in une, but not this 
fmonth, and in some manner, it was re- 

» the husband was supposed to 
ve removed the bonds. 

W. C. Little of Little & Hays said he 
ure that the bonds were part of 

wife’s inheritance. Her father, he 
said, was a wholesale merchant. 

Breckinridge Jones, president of the 
Mississippi Valley, said Wednesday 
that the box eould not be opened, ex- 
cept by the lawful holders of the 
keys, without a coutr order. 

“Bo far as we know,” he said, “the 
Owner of the safety deposit box ha‘4 
rightful possession of the bonds. We 
have no right nor authority to open 
the box unless a court so directs us.’ 

The missing bonds are described as 
follows: Three $1000 6 per cent bonds 
of the Home Telephone Co. of St. Jo- 
geph, Mo., Nos, 45, 54 and 384: one 
$1000 East St. Louis and Suburban 
Railway 5 per cent, No. 4874: two 
$1000 St. Louis Brewing Association 
bonds, 6 per cent, Nos, 1748 and 3186: 
one $1000 St. Louis ana Suburban gen- 
eral mortgage, 5 per cent, No. 1086: 
One $1000 Kansas City Home Tele- 
phone Co., 5 per cent, No. 1046; one 
$1000 Kansas City Long-Distance 
Telephone Co., 5 per cent, No. 498: one 
$1000 Business College Building bond, 
6 per cent, numbered either 30 or 32.

Disbarring Lawyer, He Charges

LONDON, July 12.—Arthur Newton, 
who was found guilty of professional 
misconduct in his defense of the wife 
murderer, Dr. Hawley H. Crippen, by a 
committee of the Law Society, was to- 
aay suspended from the practice for 
one year and ordered by the Divisional 
Court to pay the costs of the Inquiry. 

Newton was alleged to have abused 
his privilege as a lawyer by aiding and 
abetting Horatio W. Bottomley, editor 
of a weekly publication and member of 
Parliament for the South’ Division of 
Hackney, to publish false statements re- 
garding the case and also to have aided 
the Daily Chronicle to give publicity to 
similar untruths.

Secretary Fisher asked the committee 
to hasten the inquiry into the alleged 
“Dick to Dick” letter, which cannot be 
found in the department files. 

W. P. Fennell, counsel for the commit- 
tee, replied that the letter was not of 
s0 much interest as the facts. 

“It was within the power of the Presi- 
dent,” added Fennell, ‘“‘to throw these 
lands open to all, so that the race 
would be to the swift, but it was not 
done that way. It was known only to 
a few and those few already have ob- 
tained a monopoly of the mineral rights 
in that territory. That is what we want 
to investigate.”’ 

“T am much concerned,” said Secre- 
tary Fisher, “about the publication of 
a letter which Miss M. f. Abbott says 
she saw in the files of the Interior 
Department and that is not there 
now. If there is anyone tn the de- 
partment who would be a party to 
the abstraction or destruction of pub- 
lic documents we want to know it. 
The men who had been in charge of 
the files in the Interior Department 
have left the service and others are 
about to leave, and I urge inquiry 
into that as soon as possible, so that 
we may take steps to place re- 
sponsibility for removal of the letter 
if it ever existed. I never saw such 
a document as described—a letter from 
Mr. Ryan to Mr. Ballinger—and never 
heard of it until I read of it in the 
newspapers the other day.” 

Chairman Graham said the committee 
would get to the matter as soon as pos- 
sible. 

Now Compiling Information. 

Secretary Fisher said that all informa- 
tion obtainable relating to Controller 
Bay was being compiled for the Senate 
in response to the Poipdexter resolution 
of June 27. This data, he suggested, 
would be available to the House Com- 
mittee. 

Chairman Graham inntenens he would 
be glad to hear from Fisher on the 
merits ef the Controller Bay case, add- 
ing that the committee “In all human 
probability,” would ask him to appear 
formally later.

Michael Hendel, bartender at 4400

The negro demanded that the bottle 
be refilled, and when Hendel refused 
threatened him. Hendel was firm, and 
the negro drew a revolver, fired, and 
escaped. 

The negro is Albert M. Gillford, form- 
erly a soldier. He wore an army cap at 
the time of the shooting. 

Hendel did not think the wound se- 
rlous, and it was not so regarded by 
the physiciam in attendance on him un- 
til blood poisoning set in. After Hen- 
del’s death a warrant was issued charg- 
ing the negro with murder. 

Hendel came here from Caledonia, 
Minn., to tend bar for his brothers, 
John and Frank Hendel, who own the 
grocery and saloon at the Kennerly 
avenue address. He was 3 years old, 
and a bachelor.

After William A. Hoffman had been 
appointed by the Board of Public Im- 
provements as Smoke Inspector to suc- 
ceed Edgar C. Parker, Parker declared 
that one reason he had not done more 
effective work to abolish, smoke was 
because he was told by President Reber 


of the Board of Public Improvements to | 


‘lay off the railroads.”’ 

“Former Water Commissioner Adkins 
first told me to let the railroads alone,”’ 
Parker said to a Post-Dispatch reporter. 
“He, of course, was a member of the 
Board of Public Improvements.’’ 

“Then I went to Reber. He said that 
Adkins was right—I mustn’t bother the 
railroads. I asked if that was a stand- 
ing order, and he said he was taking 
the matter up. 

“After that I didn’t dare try to make a 
case against a railroad in this town, al- 
though the Terminal is the worst smoke 
offender, and therefore I am accused of 
‘apathy.’ ”’ 

Reber Leaves City. 

When a Post-Dispatch reporter went 
to see Reber about this report, he saw 
him standing outside the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements room talking to an- 
other man. Just as the reporter ap- 
proached Reber went into the room, and 
the reporter was told he could not be 
disturbed. 

Later, when the reporter called at 
Reber’s office, he was told that Reber 
had left the city hall to go out of 
town, and would: not return for some 
time. 

Adkins Doesn’t Remember. 

Adkins was found at the Hotel Jef- 
ferson.

It is nobody’s business why I ap- 
pointed Mr. Hoffman and did not reap- 
point Mr. Parker.

Hoffman, chosen as Parker's suc- 
cessor, says he proposes to make an 
active campaign against the smoke 
nuisance.

He Would Co-operate. 

“T would rather co-operate with the 
tig manufacturers thank antagonize 
them, but if they do not stop the smoke 
I will prosecute them in court. 

“A letter-writing campaign not 
cnough. It must be supplemented by 
real work. I expect the civic organiza- 
tions to help me, and will be glad to 
have any information they can supply. 
Working together, we ought to be abie 
to rid St. Louis of smoke.” 

Hoffman had been in the Water De- 
partment 16 years, and for eight years 
tad been chief mechanical engineer.

[f there is only room for one railroad 
the question to be determined is 
whether it shall be Ryan’s or some 
other railroad.”’ 

H. C. Graves, nautical expert in the 
United States Geodetic Survey, testified 
that Controller Bay had but one outlet 
to deep water. The committee adjourned 
until next Friday. 


ALASKAN COAL 
FIELD CONDITIONS 








Controller Bay Grant to Ryan 
Gives Practical Monopoly 
of Shipping. 


The inward condition of affairs in the 
Alaska coal fields is «here shown. 

The two great Alaskan coal fields, 
the Matanuska and the Bering, are 
approachable through only two har- 
pors. The coal, of course, has no 
value without means of transporta- 
tion. Cordova Harbor lies nearest the 
Matanuska field. It has been in the 
hands of the Guggenheim interests 
for three years. Cordova itself lis 
on a sea front which is impracticable 
for ships because of mud flats and 
sand bars in all directions. But about 
five miles south of it lies the Nelsen 
town site. This fronts on a bay 
which has deep water. This site is 
under absolute control of the Gug- 
genheims, 

Controller Bay Isolated. 

Controller Bay Hes about 60 miles 
south of Cordova in a direct line. 
South of it for more than a hundred 
miles there is no harbor. North of 
Cordova for a great distance, like- 
wise, there is no harbor. Controller 
Bay's short front, until last October 
was a part of the Chugach forest re- 
serve and as’ such was withdrawn 
from public entry. It was beyond the 
grip of the Alaska syndicate, 

On Oct. 28, 1910, President Taft signed 
an order eliminating from the Chugach 
Reserve 12,800 acres, including the front 
on Controller Bay. Thereupon claims 
in the eliminated territor’ were led, 
two by James S. Ryan and one each 
by Arnold S. Scheuer and Frank F. 
Davis, with railroad rights. These 
claims cover the waterfront of practi- 
cally the only accessible part of the 
bay for ships. 

Richard S. Ryan is said to have ap- 
peared in Washington @ year ago, with 
a view to getting a foothold on Con- 
troller Bay, the land surrounding which 
was then reserved under an order of 
Roosevelt. The Guggenheims had never 
shown any interest in Controller Bay, 
already possessing one of the two har- 
bors, until it locked as if their Cunning- 
ham claims were liable to be thrown 
out. But if they got the other harbor 
they had a grip on the coal fields no 
matter who got the claims themselves. 
Ryan said he did not represent the Gue- 
genheims, but declared that his railroad 
was a rival to the Copper River road. 

The forest service was approached and 
asked to recommend the elimination of 
the necessary land from the Chugach 
Reserve. It refused. Ryan is then de- 
clared to have appealed to Ballinger. He 
is later alleged to have gone directly to 
the President. President Taft, it is al- 
leged, demanded to know what Ryan 
represented and was told that he repre- 
sented himself and his railroad. Taft 
Was not satisfied with the assurance. 
Here is where the Dick-to-Dick letter 
comes:-in. It is an alleged statement 
that Ryan got Charles P. Taft, the Pres- 
ident’s brother, to explain who he really 
cid represent. 


Land Thrown Open. 

Following these alleged negotiations 
came the order of Oct. 28, 1910, throwing 
vpen to entry the shore front of Con- 
troller Bay. 

On April 20 last the Senate directed 
the Department of the Interior to fur- 
nish a list of all claims filed in the 
12,800 acres thus released from the pub- 
lic domain. Secretary Fisher, new in of- 
fice, replied under date of April 26. His 
statement enumerated the four claims 
and was accompanied by a map. This

“Dear Dick” Postscript 
WASHINGTON, July 12. 


OLLOWING ts the missing 
postscript, which, according 
to her publishers, Miss M.

“Dear Dick—I went to see the 
President the other day about this 
Controller Bay affair.

ity, Was declared today by Delegate 
Wickersham of Alaska to be, in certain 
respects, a fraud on Congress. He did 
not blame Secretary Fisher for its prep-. 
aration. however. 

The map shows the Ryan claims and 
shows a proposed railroad spur run- 
ning out into the bay. It would ap- 
pear from this map that Controller 
Bay is a fine harbor. There is no in- 
dication that its waters are not navig- 
able by steamers and large vessels 
and it appears that the Ryan claims 
cover only @ small part of the bay 
front, leaving much of it still unclaimed. 
But a reference to the Government map 
which hangs on the wall of Delegate 
Wickersham’s office shows that Con- 
troller Bay is filled with shoals and 
mudflats and that practically it is 
not at present navigable. There is, 
however, a channel, which, when 
dredged to a proper depth, will ad- 
mit large ships. This channel leads 
to the Ryan claims. Thus those claims 
cover the only available wharfage part 
of the bay. 

Ballinger Holdover Prepared Map. 

Here is another point concerning Sec- 
retary Fuisher’s report to the Senate. 
It is alleged to have been prepared 
by Ashman Brown, his secretary. 
Brown is a hold-over from Ballinger’s 
administration. He was the lIatter’s 
secretary. He is familiar with the 
Alaskan situation and was always 
known as a Ballinger partisan. Miss 
Abbott, who was investigating the Con- 
troller Bay affair with a view to pub- 
lication, says that Secretary Fisher di- 
rected Brown to show her the records, 
She says Brown turned page after 
page, repeating from time to time that 
everything was all straight and proper. 
She says sometimes he turned two 
pages at a time. Afterward she took 
the record herself and went through it. 
Then it was, she says, she discovered 
and copied the Dick-to-Dick postscript. 

She says she then suggested to Brown 
that Secretary Fisher might have writ- 
ten to the Senate a more illuminating 
reply, and that Brown told her Fisher 
had not written the reply, brit he himself 
had written it, becausé he was more fa- 
miliar with the Alaskan situation. 

‘Hasn't Secretary Fisher been through 
the record?’ she asked. In answer she 
declares that Brown replied: ‘‘Not so 
you'd notice it.” 

Subsequently, she sald, she showed to 
Fisher an article she had prepared, 
but he d@in’t seem to think it interest- 
ing. 

In view of the present Controller Bay 
affair, one bill which passed Congress 
and was signed pby the President on 
March 4 last becomes interesting. It 
was known as H. R. 82,842, ‘“‘to authorize 
the Controller Railway and Navigation 
Co to construct two bridges across the 
Bering River, in the District of Alaska, 
and for other purposes.”’ 

On the last day of the session it was 
rushed through the House and became a 
law. The bill came from Representative 
Smith of Iowa, It was debated for about 
one minute on March 3. The bill not 
only authorizes two bridges, but gives 
the company the right to construct and 
operate at the waterfront terminus 
wharves, docks, slips, waterways and 
coal and oil bunkers, The bill reserves 
the right to the Government to authorize 
other terminal facilities to other per- 
sons, but it is said that the Ryan claims 
give the Controller Bay Co. a virtual 
monopoly. 

Representative Cox of Indiana iIntro- 
duced in the House a resolution call- 
ing on the President for all informa- 
tion concerning the executive order of 
Oct. 28, 1910. The resolution recites the 
Dick-to-Dick letter and requests Mr.* 
Taft to furnish any information con- 
cerning any influence exerted upon him 
by any of the persons mentioned to in- 
duce him to open part of the Chugach 
Reserve to entry. 

The resolution also recites some 
Alaskan coal land history, and says the 
President's order has made it possible 
for the Guggenheims to secure control 
of certain lands and enjoy a practical 
monopoly of the access to Alaska’s coal. 
The resolution has been referred to the 
Committee on Rules, which will give it 
immediate attention.

Light Over Lake Not Balloon. 
The sight of a bright light in the sky 
moving out over Lake Erie in Cleveland 
last night led to the rumor that the 
Million Population Club, the only balloon 
not heard from at that trme, was ahead 
of all. The whereabouts of the Million 
Population Club, however, was settled 
by a telegram received late last night 
from its pilot announcing the landing 
at La Crosse. ' 

As soon as each balloon, landed its pilot 
forwarded all instruments and records 
of the flight to the headquarters of the 
National Aero Association in New York.

I regret 
my inability to forward the ac- 
cepted and standard recipe for a 
julep, having loaned it to Henry 
Watterson.

LEXINGTON, Ky., July 12.—Judge 
James Mulligan, acknowledged to be as 
good a judge of mint julep as any man 
in Kentucky, including even Jack Chinn, 
Henry Watterson, ‘Maj. B. G. Thomas 
and ‘‘Kit’” Chenault, employs an aged 
negro gardener solely to cultivate and 
tend his extensive bed of mint. 

‘Judge Mulligan, whose taste has ri- 
pened and refined during his 67 years, 
has served in both houses of the State 
Legislature and has been American 
Consul-General at Samoa. 

Judge Mulligan mentions only ice, sug- 
ar and mint in his formula; he leaves 
to each gentleman’s judgment and ca- 
pacity the amount of whisky to be min- 
gled in a julep.- 

Maj. Thomas of the ‘‘American Turf’ 
was more explicit; he created a julep 
according to this recipe: 

Fill a glass half full of crushed ‘ice, 
pour in pure water to within an inch 
of the top. Stir in two teaspoonsful of 
sugar. Fill the glass with some fine 
old whisky of any recognized brand. 
Around the edge, inside the glass, place 
sprigs of mint, not allowing the mint 
to more than touch the liquid, because 
the mint is to please the sense of smell 
and the liquor te delight the taste. 

As a postscript, Maj. Thomas adds: 
“Don’t drink too many.” 


DUKHOBORS REBEL. 
AT CENSUS TAKING 


More Than 1000 in British Col- 
umbia Colony Decline to 
Be Counted.. 


NELSON, B. C., July 12.—More than 
1000 Dukhobors, members of a colony 
at Brilliant, on the lower Arrow Lake, 
have rebelled against the census taji- 
ing, absolutely refusing to be counted.

“Then along with the dinner, if you 
don’t wish the food to disagree with 
you a little bourbon or real good rye in 
a high glass, with lots of ice and some 
carbonated water, might help--not too 
much.’’ 

Representative Underwood, chairman 
of the Committee on Ways and Means, 
follows the Cannon theoryeas to work 
as a panacea. He was busy with the 
formation of the new cotton schedule 
today. 

Cotton Clothing Helps Georgian. 

‘“‘How do I ward off the heat?’’ repeat- 
ed Representagive Adamson of Georgia, 
chairman of the Committee on Inter- 
state and Foreign Commerce. “By 
wearing Georgia cotton clothes, the cool- 
est clothing in the world, and keeping 
a clear conscience. That is the only 
sure route. Let stimulants, in fact 
drinks of all kinds, alone.” 

“I beg to disagree with the gentle- 
man from Georgia,’”’ announced Repre- 
sentative Robert E. Lee of Pennsyl- 
vania.’’ Cracked ice with the chill arti- 
ficially removed is the proper thing this 
weather.”’ 

_“How do you keep cool?’ Chairman 
Claridge of the House Committee on the 
Judiciary was asked.

I 
do not eat beef or other meats, but feed 
on crab flake and other fish. I taboo 
beer and wine. I lead the simple life 
during the day and say my prayers be- 
fore retiring at nighf.’’ 

Little Whisky Now and Then, 

“Eugene Field, who was with me here 
86 years ago,’ said Sheriff Ben Mullens, 
elerk to Representative Ellerbee of South 
Carolina, ‘‘could have told you better 
than me. But I don’t accept any man’s 
advice about keeping cool or to keep’ 
warm. In the summer I take a little 
whisky to keep from getting too hot and 
in the winter to keep from getting too 
cold. If that does not do, I take a lit- 
tle more. I strive not to take too much 
in the summer to make me too cool, and 
not too much in the winter to make me 
too hot.”

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: THE EMERGENCY TEST. 

‘Bclence has made it possible to manufacture 
ice in any quantity. If it is done scientifically, 
it can be done rapidly. It can also be done so 
cheaply that there is ‘always “danger of over- 
production.” 

‘Bo it is said by those who organize what they 
call a scientific system of supplying the market. 
In the case of ice, this means that there shall 
be enough to supply regular customers without 
over-supplying them. The general idea of the 

- Whole “system” is that ice must be prevented 
from becoming too plentiful to prevent it from 
becoming too cheap. 

The system is unscientific because its success 

means the defeat of the real science which 
works to make everything necessary for life 
Cheaper because it is more plentiful. In any 
real emergency, this system, which is always re- 
atrictive, discloses its weakness. The success it 
attempts depends on systematic restriction. It 
lacks the facilities of habit, of knowledge and 
of “plant” for supplying a demand beyond that 
to which it expected to restrict its supply. The 
_Fesult in emergency is “ice-famine.” The modern 
scientific system was not made for emergencies. 
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“As it stands now the Free Bridge is to have 
one first-class terminus and one end.

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FOLK AND CLARK. 

Champ Clark has stepped aside to give Joseph 
W. Folk the right of way to Missouri’s support 
for the Democratic presidential nomination. The 
Washington Star has been looking into-the 
strange bedfellowships of Missouri politics to find 
that Mr. Clark is the candidate for the crown 
of self-abnegation instead of the presidency and 
the happy victim of a strange combination of 
ethics and love. Mr. Clark was a delegate in 
the convention of officeholders and party com- 
mitteemen which conferred on Mr. Folk the 
honor of a presidential indorsement for capital- 
ization on the Chautauqua circuit. Ethically this 
estopped Mr. Clark from promoting his own in- 
terests in the same direction. Besides there is 
the Reed-Folk combination, duly awe-inspiring. 
Mr.*Folk cleared the road for Mr. Reed to the 
Senate and in return Mr. Reed undertook to 
clear the road for Mr. Folk to the Presidency. It 
would be at least impolite for Mr. Clark to in- 
ject himself as an obstacle in the path of such 
a charming demonstration of the practical merits 
of reciprocity. 

It may be that Missour! Democrats would hold 
the view that Mr. Clark is at perfect liberty to 
trundle his aspirations around despite the action 
of the convention and they may care nothing 
about what Mr. Folk did for Mr. Reed or for 
what Mr. Reed did for Mr. Folk. Some irrev- 
erent and unrecenciled persons might aver that 
Presidential nominees and favorite sons are not 
the product of such covenants. But still, it is 
much better to allow the aspiring gentlemen to 
go on reflecting the sweet amenities. 

Mr. Folk certainly should not allow Mr. Clark 
to outdo him.

Life-Saving . Suggestions. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

While I approve of the idea of more suitable 
clothing in the summer time as submitted by 
James W. Pearson, for street car men, yet I be- 
lieve that improvements for the prevention of the 
many fatal accidents which frequently occur de- 
mands the attention of the street car company 
and the public. I would offer a few suggestions: 

First, the adoption of a safety brake on the 
cars in conjunction with the present air brake; 
the air brake skids the car on a slippery track 
and a life is crushed out before the car has spent 
its momentum; witness the child killed by the 
Cherokee car a few weeks ago, also a car which 
struck a hearse on the Taylor line last winter. 
The latter accident, it seems to me, shows a blot 
on our twentieth century civilization, because 
the cars shauld stop to let the funeral procession 
BO by. 

All cars should have a controller on each end; 
this would reduce the danger to traffic on the 
street, and especially at the Y switches, where 
the cars have to back up, with the motorman on 
the rear end. I thought it was most careless 
some time ago when the motorman ran a car 
from Bambrick’s quarry, near Union, to Prairie 
avenue, on St. Louls avenue, while he was stand- 
ing on the rear end, 

The practice of ringing the alarm bell by the 
motorman with his left hand should be discon- 
tinued, as he has lost control of the power handle 
while doing so, however short the time. The bel! 
should be rung by the forward part of the right 
foot. 

A car passing another car which {s delivering 
passengers should not run faster than a horse 
walking. 

All curves should be ofled at least once a day 
in dry weather, especially that curve at the 
end of the Cass avenue line at Belt avenue,

Alaska is the largest outlying pos- 
session of the Guggenheim syndicate, 
and the extreme northwestern  projec- 
tion of the Wéstern Hemisphere. It Is 
avery cold country, and for this rea- 
son Uncle Sam is permitted to hold it 
now and then while the syndicate blows 
on its hands. .Its area is 586,400 square 
miles, or about 84,000 square miles apiece 
for each of the seven Guggenheim broth- 
ers. It was discovered by Meyer Gug- 
genheim, head of the house, and was 
purchased from Russia for the Gug- 
genhelms when they were young. The 
Government, which held it in trust, 
handed it over to them when they were 
all 21 years old. William H. Seward, 
who bought it for Meyer Guggenheim, 
called it Alaska, this being a charac- 
teristic Alaskan corruption of the Aleut 
word alak-shak, .or al-ay-ek-sa, mean- 
ing nobody is looking.

Roger Patrick Bresnahan, be it known, 
is manager of the St. Louis Cardinals. 
For years the team has been in the 
mire in the National League standing, 
and until last year it was looked upon 
by all strong teams as being in the 
League for the sole purpose of increas- 
ing their percentage. The Cardinals, 
ever despised by theif stronger sisters, 
appear to have reached the tether of 
their stepping-stone proclivities, and are 
in the slashing race this year with both 
hands, feet andy whole anatomy. 

For over a fortnight the Cardinals 
have been hovering around the first di- 
vision and for a while they slipped 
through and displaced the Pirates. The 
Cardinals are now so close to the elite 
four that even a temporary slump by 
any of the leading teams would mean 
their desposition from select society, with 
St. Louis as the successor. 

Bresnahan Deserves Credit. 

The splendid worl: of the Cardinals 
this season is due mainly to Bresnahan 
—both to his personality and his ability 
as a baseball general. Before Roger 
took hold of the “Show me’’ crowd St. 
Louis was a habitual occupant of the 
cellar position in the National League. 
This is Roger’s third year as a man- 
ager. During the first two years of 
Bresnahan’s regime the Cardinals fared 
rather poorly, though not as badly as 
in previous years. 

Bresnahan lacked the material, and 
the shrewdest manager in the world can 
do nothing with a team of crude play- 
ers. But Bresnahan possessed two or 
three players that were real ball play- 
ers. And he formed a nucleus of this 
trio and built his team asound them. 
He picked up new players right along, 
until now he has about the youngest 
aggregation of pastimers in the. gamé.

Successful Playing Manager. 

All credit is due to :Bresnahan for 
making the National League race a five- 
team affair. He is one of the few play- 
ers that have branched out as success- 
ful managers. Bresnahan is still very 
much in the game, and his heavy tick 
work and brain work have reaped their 
just rewards. 

Bresnahan is a brainy, aggressive 
and scrappy player. He is a keen stu- 
dent of the game, besides being versa- 
tile at the bat and on the bases. Bres- 
nahan has succeeded so well that there 
is talk that he will become owner of 
the club before another year. 

Bresnahan will ever be looked upon 
as one of the greatest catchers in the 
game. He helped bring a couple of 
League banners and a world’s cham- 
pionship to New York while a member 
of the Giants. In 1907, when the Giants 
were going bad and it was alleged that 
McGraw was not particularly anxious 
about the welfare of his team, Bresna- 
han was reported as about to become 
manager of the Giants. This report 
created quite a stir in baseball circles 
for a time. The rumor that he was to 
become a manager looked good to Bres- 
nahan, and from that time on he 
yearned to manage a ball club. 

Contract Expires This Year. 

His ambition was realized on Dec. 12, 
1908, when he was shipped to St. Louis 
in a gigantic triple. deal in which St. 
Louis, New York and Cincinnati were 
involved. Bresnahan went to St. Louis 
in return fer Catcher Schlej, Outfielder 
Murray and Pitcher Raymond. Schlei 
was.acquired by the Cardinals from the 
Cincinnati club in exchange for Pitch- 
ers Karger and Fromme. 

The late Stanley Robison, owner of 
the Cardinals, thought so much of Bres- 
nahan that at the outset of the 1909 sea- 
son he insured the star catcher-manager 
for a term of five years on a $50,000

HAS “GONE BACK,” 
TIGER STARS SAY 


Ty Cobb Declares Kansas Won- 
der’s Slants Lack Old-Time 
Steam. 





DETROIT, Mich., July 12.—That Wal- 
ter Johnson has ‘‘gone back”’ is told by 
several members of the Detroit team, 


and, in certain ways, admitted by the 


pitcher himself. 

“In the first place, Walter 
big and raw-boned as he was last year,” 
says Ty Cobb. ‘‘He’s still a great pitch- 
er who would win nearly all his games 
with a good hitting team behind him. 


But that old Johnson whose fast ball 
would zip past you at the plate is not 
on the mound this year.

Different Now. 

“I think he is just as great a pitcher 
as ever, but he’s a different one now, 
that’s all. Where he used to rely whel- 
ly on his terrific speed, now he mixes 
them up and hag a ‘hook’ that will get 
the best hitters if they don’t watch out. 
But he isn’t the same twirler he was last 
season, not by a good deal.”’
